, “The Man Without a Party.” Hoover 
has been classed as a sort of political 
erman—half human and half fish, an 
natural hybrid or cross between the 

G. O. P. elephant and the Democratic 
donkey, a political “what-is-it?” The 
great majority of Americans want a 
n to be one thing or another; they 
in’t size up anyone who is “neither 
flesh, fowl nor good red herring.” They 
are Skittish, especially at the sight of 
anything unfamiliar—like the farmer’s 
horses in the anecdote. It is related 
that Schram, the well-known land- 
scape painter, was engaged in sketch- 
ing in a field, when an old farmer drove 
by with his team. The horses couldn’t 
make out what the artist was and they 
began to rise up on their hind legs. 
The farmer cried out excitedly to the 
artist: “Hey, there; stand up and let 
my critters see what ye air.” And it is 
the same way with Hoover; the people 
have wanted him to stand up so they 
can see what he is. And now he has 
done it. In a letter to his California 
friends he says that while he is not 
seeking the presidency he is ready to 
be drafted if he is needed to serve the 
people. He describes himself as natur- 
ally an “independent Republican,” 
though he supported Wilson in 1918. 
He says that if the Republican party 
will adopt a “forward-looking, liberal, 
constructive platform on the peace 
treaty and the various economic issues” 
he would be willing to accept the nomi- 
nation; otherwise not. He registers 
himself as being equally out of sympa- 
thy with the reactionaries who would 
prevent this country from shouldering 
its fair share of the white man’s bur- 
den, and also with the president in his 
extreme policies. He wants the peace 
treaty ratified with reservations which 
will safeguard American interests and 
all just interests. He condemns the 
present “stagnation in adjustment of 
our great economic problems.” He be- 
lieves we “should join the moral forces 
{ the world to reduce the dangers that 
growing around us”; we should not 

Sit idly by in pretended isolation and 
unconeern while these perils are gath- 
ering force, he says. He points out 
that the solution of our domestic prol)- 
, such as armament, taxation, agri- 
cultural and industrial depression and 
inemployment, are “dependent upon 
‘ability abroad and upon our access to 
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the world’s markets”, and that we are 
bound to pay the penalty unless we rise 
to the occasion. Hoover’s sudden man- 
ifesto has put a new face on the whole 
presidential outlook. Many influential 
men in both the big parties had already 
come out in favor of Hoover as being 
the man who could best pilot us 
through these dangerous waters. The 
New York World, the most powerful 
Democratic paper in the country, came 
out for him some time ago. “The editor 
of one of the leading administration 
papers in the country, in a private let-

ter which the Pathfinder has before it, 
says: “I’m hooting for Hoover.” His 
view is that if the Republican conven- 
tion turns Hoover down, this will force 
the Democratic convention to nominate 
him, on a broad independent ticket, in 
order to have any chance to win. He 
adds: “But nomination is a political 
process, controlled almost wholly by 
politicians, and Hoover, however he 
may appeal to the people, is too foot- 
loose and independent to appeal to the 
politicians.” We give this private un- 
prejudiced view of one of the leading 
Democrats of the country for what it 
is worth. The Hoover sentiment is 
strong in the South. The administra- 
tion forces are trying to switch it to 
Wilson or McAdoo, or as a last resort 
to Palmer. Palmer demands that the 
delegates to the Democratic convention 
shall be instructed as to whom they 
are to vote for for the nomination. The 
plan which the administration mana- 


gers have of letting the delegates go un- 
instructed is a tricky scheme to defeat 
the primary system and real democra- 
cy, he says. The Hoover boom is up- 
setting the plans in both parties. The 
first thing it does is to give a terrible 
jolt to the boom of Hiram Johnson, for 
though California is a long state there 
is not room enough in it to accommo- 
date two such booms. Incidentally the 
prospects of both Wood and Lowden 
for the Republican nomination are re- 
duced. Senator Borah of Idaho, Rep., 
charges that the Wood backers are us- 
ing unlimited money to purchase sup- 
port for Wood, and he wants all con- 
tributions made public. A still worse 
blow for Wood is the revelation that 
some years ago he had an operation for 
a tumor on his brain and that this is 
what makes him lame and what kept 
him from being given more prominent 
service in the war. The bare possibili- 
ty of having another brain sufferer in 
the White House is enough to eliminate 
any candidate, and we consider Wood 
absolutely out of the race. The pri- 
maries in Minnesota gave an appa.ent 
decision for Wood, But Johnson charg- 
es that they were manipulated unfairly 
in Wood’s favor. Johnson has, and has 
had, but a very slim chance of being 
nominated, unless possibly as the ‘tail” 
of the ticket. Of course if Hoover is 
put up by the Republicans for presi- 
dent, it would not do to pick the vice- 
presidential candidate from the same 
state. On the other hand if an Eastern 
Republican is chosen as the standard- 
bearer for president, then it might be 
good tactics to put Johnson on 
again for vice-president, as when he 
ran with Roosevelt on the Progressive 
ticket in 1912. California has a freak 
primary law which Johnson helped 
put through, and as a result of this law 
his boom threatens to prove a boomier-, 
ang to him. It allows Democrats to-vote 
in Republican primaries, provided of 
course they do not vote in the Demo- 
cratic. This gives the wily Democrats 
a chance to go into the G. O. P. prima- 
ries and bust up the Johnson boom, or 
to do the same thing to the Hoover 
boom. The primaries will be held May 
1 and the result will have a big bearing 
on the whole national campaign situa- 
tion. Whichever candidate loses out 
in California—Johnson or Hoover— 
will have no chance of recognition on 
the ticket, for a man must at least 
have his home state with him. Hoover 
is popular with the women; they know 
him as food controller during the war. 
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Anti-Third-Termism Active Again. 


HREE was considered a_ well- 
rounded and lucky number in 
the old days, but as applied to 
residential terms in this country it 
as always been under the ban. The 
people are pleased to give a satisfactory 
president a second term, and they have 
given a second term to 10 presidents 
out of 27. But when it came to a third 
term they have always balked. 

Washington, great and good as he 
was, knew better than ask a third term; 
he thought it would be a bad precedent, 
and at the end of his second term he 
issued his Farewell Address and re- 
tired unequivocally to private life. Jef- 
ferson, a man of equal strength of char- 
acter, acted similarly. Madison and 
Monroe served eight years apiece and 
were then through. 

Jackson was elected twice and though 
he built up a very powerful political 
machine he did not dare make it “three 
times and out.” He did to some extent 

erpetuate his power by having Van- 

uren chosen to succeed him. Lincoln 
was cut off early in his second term. 
Grant served two terms and had aspi- 
rations toward a third but his boom 
was vigorously rejected. Cleveland ran 
three times but served only twice. 

Roosevelt was brought in by the as- 
sassination of McKinley and he served 
almost two terms. He was receptive 
toward a third term and announced the 
sentiment that “if a man wanted a third 
cup of coffee” there was nothing 
against it. Nevertheless, the prevailing 
public sentiment was against it and he 
retired. Like Jackson, he tri¢d to con- 
tinue his policies by picking his own 
successor—Taft—but the result was the 
rupture of his party; he and Taft di- 
vided the Republican vote and Wilson 
came in. 

Wilson is now approaching the end 
of his second term and the same old 
question is again coming up. “Will 
Wilson try for a third term?” is the 
question that is being everywhere ask- 
ed. Silence gives assent in such cases 
and it is generally assumed that he will 
make the effort. President Wilson loves 
nothing better than smashing prece- 
dents. Tell him a thing hasn’t been 
done or can’t be done, and ite is in- 
spired to prove that he can do it. 

Nobody at Washington considers that 
mere precedents as such are binding 
on President Wilson; so the examples 
of Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, 
Roosevelt, etc., can not be expected to 
have much weight with him. Other 
considerations will guide him in his 
decision. The sentiment against third 
terms for our presidents seems really 
foolish, for the same reasons apply 
against a second term as against a 
third. 

Still, it is argued that a democracy 
should keep on the safe side and that 
the safe rule is to stop at two terms. 
This is the unwritten law. In Mexico 
we know Diaz kept getting himself 
elected term after term until finally the 
elections became a farce and nothing 
but a revolution could get rid of that 
regime. 

Every president who stays in office 
two terms succeeds in building up a 
great political machine. The so-called 
political machines of the past were 
mere toys compared to the present Wil- 


son machine. During the last four 
years powers which were undreamed 
of have been placed in the hands of the 
president. The army of office-holders, 
retainers and beneficiaries has been in- 
creased beyond all. count. 

Possession is nine points of the law. 
In politics as in war the intrenched 
party has an immense advantage; in 
the present case the Wilson party is 
not only intrenched but is protected by 
an elaborate system of dugouts, bomb- 
proofs, wire entanglements, etc., such 
as was never seen before. Therefore 
when anyone challenges the Wilson 
third-term army he wants to have un- 
limited reserves cf political troops and 
war material at hs command if he is 
to have any chance of winning. 

Not only the Republicans but like- 
wise a large number of Democrats ie 
lining up against the Wi'son plans. In

Humphreys of Miss., a Democrat who 
has been prominent in the house for 
many years, made a speech in which 
he called on the president to say wheth- 
er he meant to run again. He declared 
there was no possible excuse for a 
third term under present conditions 
and that it would be suicide for the 
democracy, he said, to hold that there 
was only “one man” who could be 
president and hold things down. 

The feeling among the anti-Wilson 
Democrats is that his leadership in the 
last several years‘has been disastrous 
to the party and that it will bring cer- 
tain defeat if he is not headed off. On 
the other hand the “14-point” or Wil- 
sonian Democrats argue that Wils.n is 
the one and only man to save the day; 
to cast him aside at this time would be 
to repudiate his policies and virtually 
admit that his administration was a 
failure, they say. 

Bryan threatens to make lots of trou- 
ble. He keeps issuing statements which 
are visibly intended to side-swipe the 
president and his plans. “We have great 
issues before us,” he says, “and mighty 
work for those who are willing to put 
the welfare of the public above their 
own ease and comfort and risk all in 
the protection of the common people 
from the assaults of privilege. If the 
situation became such that my nomina- 
tion was actually demanded, as in time 
of war a soldier’s life is demanded on 
the battlefield, I would feel I should 
consider it.” 

It is whispered that the president is 
planning to back Senator Hitchcock, 
the administration leader in the sen- 
ate, against Bryan. Bryan and Hitch- 
cock are both from Nebraska and they 
were formerly partners and friends, 
but for some years they. have been go- 
ing divergent paths. Bryan accuses 


Hitchcock of playing into the hands of 


the “wets” and of preparing to sell the 
party out to that element. 

He demands that a “dry” plank shal] 
be put into the Democratic platform 
and that the liquor issue shall be killed 
“as dead as slavery, so it will neve; 
revive again.” He threatens to figh: 
the matter to the bitter end in his hom 
state and in the Democratic nationa| 
convention at San Francisco. 

The Wilson leaders are planning to 
either flatter or flatten Bryan into sub- 
mission. They are going to propos: 
an “honorable compromise” to him— 
namely they will give him his “dry” 
plank if he will agree to a plank favor- 
ing the league of nations. Then if he 
doesn’t agree to this the steam-roiler 
will be got out and he will be rolled out 
as thin as a cooky. 

The president is pursuing his tradi 
tional tactics of “watchful waiting” 
and sphinxieally saying nothing. H 
is awaiting the psycholpgical moment 
to launch his strategic campaign, and 
his provoking silence is merely a ‘part 
of his regular plan of political warfar: 

Even on the subject of a third ter 
he has never said anything. Bryan had 
the plank inserted in the platform 
1912 pledging the party and the candi 
date against more than one term. Wi 
son won on that pledge but there is n 
record that he ever publicly breathed 
a word on the subject. 

Even when Roosevelt was running 
against him for a third term he said 
nothing against a third term; perha; 
his prophetic vision enabled him 
foresee that he would have to meet 
this issue himself some day and }y 
thus discreetly refrained. He took 
second term without the matter com 
ing up prominently, and it is under- 
stood that he vetoed in advance any 
action by congress which would put a 
limit on the number of presidential 
terms. No doubt he did right in that, 
as the people surely should not be 
estopped from having a president for 
a second or third term if they so de- 
sire. 

The Republican leaders are hoping 
devoutly that Wilson will be nominat 
ed, as most of them believe he would 
be the easiest man in sight to defeat. 
But they thought they could beat hin 
in 1916, and they didn’t. So we shal! 
have to await developments. 


All Officials to Bear Union Labels? 


Organized labor of late has not be« 
having everything its own way, and 
it is not going to stand it. The labor 
leaders are wisely side-stepping the 
temptation to form a third party; they 
know the history of third parties in 
this country. They have also seen how 
effective the methods of the Non-Par- 
tisan League have been in the North- 
west, in gaining control by working 
through the other parties. 

Likewise they have before them thi 
example of the Antisaloon League, 
which by persistent, steady organiza- 
tion and pressure simply forced the 
politicians to do what most of them, 
personally, didn’t want to do. The mod- 
ern way is to do things by organization; 
an. organization properly backed can 
permeate society as a borer honey- 
combs an apple-tree, and before anyone 
realizes what has happened it is all 
over. 

Organizations both good and bad 
have now learned to work this way— 
“boring from within”, they call it—and 
that expresses it vividly. The orchard- 
ist has almost no way of fighting the 
borer, for the borer conceals his work; 
he is a product of a moth that appears 
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only under cover of night and he thus 
eludes the watchfulness of the normal 
citizen Who works during the day and 
sleeps at night. 

The labor unions in selecting this 
up-to-date method of attacking society 
show that they are wideawake at all 
times, both night and day, and we can 
say in advance that they will accom- 
plish their ends unless the people dis- 
play more vigilance than they have 
hitherto. In Russia and Germany these 
same elements, working in the same 
way, are now in control; and in France, 
ihe British Isles and other countries 
they are making steady headway. So 
there is every reason to believe that 
this country will have to pass through 
a similar ordeal, just as it had to have 
the “flu”. 

For the first time in history organiz- 
ed labor this year is coming out into 
the open and demanding the election 
of men who will carry out the ufion de- 
mands. During the last year or so con- 
gress and the government have grown 
disobedient and there has been alto- 
gether too much talk about “the rights 
of the public” etc. Bills offensive to the 
unions, such as the one returning the 
railroads to their owners, have been 
passed; the power of the government 
has been used to stop strikes etc. The 
unionization of the police, the teachers 
and other public employees has been 
hampered or stopped, and in many 
other ways there has been a tendency 
to put obstacles in the way of the 
union program, 

Now plans are under way for the 
most extensive and intensive political 
campaign organized labor has ever 
waged. Every candidate is to be quizzed 
and if he does not show himself on the 
union side he is to be blacklisted. The 
American Federation of labor now has 
an army under its command almost as 
big as the army. the United States draft- 
ed during the war. The membership 
has nearly trebled since the last pres- 
idential campaign and is now above 
the four-million mark. 

if these four million people could be 
voted in a body they could control the 
national election as a whole and also 
many of the state and local elections. 
There are some 40,000 local unions, and 
each of these is to be made an outpost, 
with a committee of three to carry on 
operations, 

President Gompers in his nation-wide 
appeal to the unions calls on the union- 
ists to join in the fight “to reward our 
friends and defeat our enemies.” He 
says that labor’s interests have been 
“menaced by many present holders of 
political places” 
defeat of those candidates who are 
enemies of labor.” 

The unions have always tended to 
take the “wet” side of the drink issue 
and President Gompers says that in his 
journeys through the country he has 
yet to find anyone who does not “damn 
prohibition up hill and down dale.” 
The unions will take hold not only of 
the elections but also of the primaries, 
and all members and sympathizers are 
urged to vote down the nomination of 
candidates who will not agree to wear 
the union label. The politicians are 
in a tremor of fear over the issues that 
the unions are thus raising. If they 


signify their allegiance to the unions 
they will have to face the opposition of 
many of the business, church and con- 
Servative elements whereas if they do 
not give satisfactory responses to the 
unior 


questionnaires they will give 


and he calls for “the 


mortal offense to the union voters and 
will be likely to be left at home. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa., Rep., said 
in a recent speech that the chief issue 
of the coming campaign would be the 
relations of the government to labor. 
He declared that our experience with 
the coal and other strikes has taught 
us that “the day of the strike in the 
agencies of transportation and the basic 
industries is gone forever” and that 
better ways of settling industrial dis- 
putes must be adopted. 

The government, he argued, must 
“take up the task of compelling justice 
to wage-earners”. And he added that 
while it was adjudicating disputes it 
must also “enforce its decisions.” The 
labor unions want all decisions which 
are favorable to their side to be en- 
forced, but do not want anything en- 
forced which is unfavorable. Hence 
they stand like a solid rock against all 
such plans as the Cummins one. They 
tell the senate and house frankly that 
ba will not obey laws that they don’t 
ike, 

Representative Blanton of Tex., Dem., 
who is the chief union-baiter in the 
house, said in a speech that “Whenever 
Samuel Gompers puts his hand on a 
representative and says ‘elect him’, the 
people will keep that man at home.” He 
declared that the menace of unionism 
had long been developing and he was 
glad it was going to be brought to a 
crisis in this campaign. He urged “all 
Americans to find out the names of the 
candidates Gompers is trying to elect, 
and elect the other man, in behalf of 
all the people. 

The Pathfinder, in due time for the 
election, will publish as complete a list 
as possible showing which side the var- 
ious candidates take on this vital issue, 
so that voters may vote for the kind 
of men they want in office. If they want 
union-label men, this is the time to 
vote them into power; and if they want 
to administer a rebuke to those ele- 
ments this will be their chance.

members who voted for the railroad- 
return bill are also on the list, and oth- 
er names will be added as the campaign 
develops.

They 
are designed to produce a maximum of 
illumination both outward and down- 
ward. 
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Coal Miners to Get More. 


“Play both ends against the middle”, 
is the accepted rule in industry—and 
the public is the “middle”. The em- 
ployers organize and the workers or- 
ganize; then they pool issues and make 
common cause against the consumer. 
Labor gets increased wages, the em- 
ployers get increased profits—and the 
public foots the bill. 

And also there is another littie trick, 
which consists of playing the hard coal 
industry against the soft coal industry, 
and again making the public pay. First 
the hard coal miners get a raise on the 
ground that they have harder work 
than the soft coal miners. Then the 
soft-coal miners get a raise so as to 
equalize them with the hard coal min- 
ers—and so it goes, 

None of them are ever satisfied with 
the raises they get. The cost of living 
keeps pace with the wage-raises and 
so in the long run the workers are no 
better off than before. But their short- 
sighted leaders have nothing better to 
offer them than this ancient and ex- 
ploded scheme of striking. 

We know that a strike costs money 
and that it has to be paid for. The 
United Labor Press Association is au- 
thority for the statement that the re- 
cent soft coal strike cost the miners 
$60,000,000 in lost wages and the coun- 
try twice that much altogether in lost 
production. 

This is the strike that President Wil- 
son denounced as “unjustifiable and un- 
lawful.’ Strong pressure had to be 
used by the government to stop the 
strike, and the men were induced to 
go back to work on the assurance that 
they would get a raise of at least 14 
per cent and probably more. The 
second conference which the presi- 
dent called reached the conclusion that 
about 27 per cent would be just; this 
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award was accepted by both miners 
and operators and it went into effect 
April 1. 

At the same time the president re- 
scinded government control of coal and 
prices. He issued a warning to the 
coal people not to take advantage of 
the situation to profiteer. However, the 
wage increase to the soft coal miners 
alone will total about $200,000,000 a 
vear—and we will allow you three 
guesses tO guess who will pay this. 

Meanwhile also the hard coal miners 
and operators have been gathered 
round the “peace table” to make a trea- 
ty or contract covering the next four 
years. The miners want the contract 
changed every two years, so they can 
secure more frequent raises. They are 
modest in their demands, All they 
want is a 60 per cent wage-raise, a six-

hour day and five-day week, all over- 
time paid for at time-and-a-half rates 
and Sundays and holidays double time, 
and a few other concessions. The min- 
ers agreed to continue at work provid- 
ed the wage raise that is granted is 
made to date back to April 1. This date 
was “April Fool” for the American coal 
consumers all right. 

The 125 coal men who were recently 
indicted by a federal grand jury in Indi- 
ana for conspiracy to profiteer include 
John L. Lewis, the international pres- 
ident of the mine workers, and a num- 
ber of other big union leaders, as well 
as a number of operators who connived 
with them to secure exorbitant prices 
for coal. 

The operators in both hard and soft 
coal fields are urging the passage of 
laws which would forbid strikes and 
make the contracts of the unions en- 
forceable by law. The operators can 
be sued and made to fulfill their con- 
tracts but the unions have always sought 
to evade responsibility by remaining 
unincorporated. The only way to bring 
any pressure to bear on them is to 
proceed against them as individuals, 
and it is usually easy for them to es- 
cape service. 

However, public sentiment is crystal- 
lizing on this subject and the demand 
is becoming general that the unions 
shall be responsible for their acts the 
same as common people are. The 
Arkansas courts found the union min- 
ers guilty of destroying property etc. 
during the mine strike of 1914 and 
have levied damages of $400,000 against 
them. This follows the principle laid 
down in the famous Danbury hatters’ 
case, where the unions also had to pay 
heavy damages and the court went after 


the property and bank accounts of the 
individual members. 

This is good Americanism, for citi- 
zens of this country must realize that 
they are accountable for their wrong- 
ful acts: they must do as they would 
be done by. The unions too often have 
backed up lawlessness; if they continue 
to do this they will have to be curbed 
by the strong hand of the law and 
taught that no-one in this country is 
above the law, no matter how power- 
ful an organization may be behind him, 

Attorney-General Palmer, speaking 
on the need of laws to curb union 
“arrogance”, said that in the last sev- 
eral years “capital has had to plead 


upon its knees to labor for a chance to- 


be heard in industrial disputes.” The 
“red” influence has been very strong 
in the unions and in many cases has 
exercized control. It is mainly the 
alien radicals and professional agitators 
who have been at the bottom of the 
strikes, but these elements are gradu- 
ally being weeded out. 

The big union leaders such as Presi- 
dent Gompers realize that the extreme 
radicals cannot be permitted to con- 
trol the unions if organized labor is 
to retain any portion of public sym- 
pathy. Yet too often these same big 
leaders have allied themselves with the 
radicals, as the radicals were too strong 
for them. 

President Gompers, when the steel 
strike was called by these radical agita- 
tors, said: “The steel workers will win 
because their cause is just.” But they 
did not win; Gompers mis-stated the 
Situation; they lost frightfully. Public 
opinion was against them just as the 
Pathfinder said, and as a result of the 
failure of the strike the cause of union- 
ism received a terrible blow. 

The workers saw that they could not 
rely on their leaders. After proclaim- 
ing to the world that they would nev- 
er surrender and that the strike was 
a great success, the strike leaders were 
finally compelled to yield and igno- 
miniously back down. 

It was found that in many cases the 
strike was closely linked up with crim- 
inal syndicalism and sovietism. The 
ignorant foreign workers had been in- 
duced to join in the strike on the plea 
that our government was a cruel des- 
potism and that a revolution should 
be started to overthrow it. One effect 
of the strike was that the operators 
drove out these “reds” and refused to 
give them back their jobs in the steel 
mills. Thus the strike was a benefit to 
industry, by helping to purge it of this 
“red” peril. 

And the same purging process is go- 
ing on all through American industry; 
the malcontents, trouble-makers and 
dangerous radicals are being made to 
“move on”, and they will be kept mov- 
ing till they move back where they 
came from or are safely lodged behind 
the bars. Wherever they are—in the 
shops, on the farms, in the unions, in 
the schools, in the churches—they make 
trouble, and they must be eliminated. 





Wood and Poindexter Debate. 

In a debate at Pierre, S. Dak., in ac- 
cordance with the election laws of that 
state. Gen. Leonard Wood and Sena- 
tor Miles Poindexter, of Wash., candi- 
dates for the presidency, set forth their 
yiews as to the best platform on which 
the Republican candidate could run. 

Gen. Wood made a plea for a plat- 
form of “America first, through justice 


and fair-dealing and government under 
the constitution, with each department 
functioning within its own limits.” 

He also declared for: “A strong but 
not quarrelsome foreign policy; toler- 
ant, seeking peace, but protecting the 
interest of Americans wherever they 
are. A sound public school system. An 
adequate wage for our teaching force. 
A careful regulation of immigration 
with a view of keeping out undesirable 
and dangerous elements. Unqualified 
indorsement of woman suffrage as 
something which will purify and 
strengthen American politics. A small 
but highly efficient regular army.” 

Senator Poindexter dwelt upon !abor 
problems. He said, in part: “The closed 
shop means closed opportunity. It 
means personal and industrial servi- 
tude for labor and capital and for th 
public. The right to work and the right 
to own property are among the inalien- 
able rights of men and are so designat- 
ed in all the great charters of liberty.” 


- Victory Medal For Service Men. 
The illustration shows the design of 
the new victory medal which will be 
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distributed to some 4,500,000 American 
veterans of the world war. The medal 
is of bronze, about an inch and a half 
in diameter. The design in general 
conforms to the specifications agreed 
upon among the allied forces in the 
spring of 1918 when it was proposed 
to adopt a medal identical for all those 
nations. 

The plan was abandoned, and uni- 
form ribbons were substituted. But the 
proposed design was followed rather 
faithfully by the artist in preparing the 
American medal. On one side are 
shown the names of the allies with the 
words: “The Great War for Civiliza- 
tion.” On the reverse is the figure of 
the winged victory. The artist, how- 
ever, has combined the goddess of lib- 
erty with the winged victory, giving to 
the medal a distinctive American stamp. 


Oil Supply a Cause for Worry. 

The uneasiness felt among scientific 
men everywhere over the threatened 
failure of the oil supply was recently 
discussed by George Otis Smith, di- 
rector of the geological survey, from 
whose remarks the following state- 
ments are condensed. 

The United States produces annually 
more than 400,000,000 barrels of petro- 
leum, enough to bury the District of 
Columbia a foot and a half deep. For 
nearly 60 years this country has con- 
tributed more than half of the world’s 
supply of oil, but we have already 
reached the point where we are con- 
suming more than we produce. Twenty 
years ago the demand for high-grade 
lubricants was practically nothing. 
Now with more than 6,000,000 pleasure 
automobiles in the country, this de- 
mand has reached the astounding fig- 
ure of 120,000,000 gallons a year. 

Today oil has become the premier 
notive power, not only on land and sea 
but in the heavens above and in the 
depths below. The number of uses of 
petroleum is continually being extend- 
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ed and our dependence on the prod- 
ucts of the refineries is increasing to an 
alarming extent. Marshal Foch is quot- 
ed as saying that in war a drop of gas- 
oline is worth a drop of blood. Amer- 
icans may well ask themselves: “Where 
will my children and children’s chil- 
dren get the oil that they will need in 
ever-increasing amounts?” 

But there was a time when the Eng- 
lish worried about the depletion of 
yewwood of which their longbows 
were made. They feared that the Teu- 
ton with his larger forests might get a 
military ascendency. Later there was 
worry about the growing scarity of oak 


for building ships—those wooden walls 
of Briton’s defense. But the periods of 
bows and wooden battleships passed. 


In the course of the centuries the 
raw material issue changes. Today 


those who plan for the future of the 
nation see no adequate substitutes for 
some of the essential raw materials, 
chief among which is oil. But while 
we may have faith in human ingenuity 
to find a practical substitute in time, 
the best thing to do now is to conserve 
as much as possible the limited supply 
on hand. Alcohol will come to take 
the place of gasoline if gasoline prices 
rise much higher.

Big Money in Begging. In Brooklyn, N. 
y., Arthur Harrison was taken to the police 
station for gathering alms on the strength 
of having an injured arm. The injury was 
faked. To the judge he admitted that he 
had taken in $13 in one hour. The judge 
reminded him that at that rate a union 
eight-hour day would bring $104. He also 
told Arthur that he would spend the next 
six months in the penitentiary. 


Surgeon’s Clamp Left in Body. Mrs. Jen- 
nie Cholakian, of Cambridge, Mass., re- 
ported at a local hospital suffering great 
pain, for which the physicians could not 
account. The woman succumbed to her 
sufferings, and an autopsy was performed 
on the body in a search for the cause of 
the trouble. A surgeon’s clamp five inches 
long was found sewed in the body after an 
operation that had been performed some 
time before. The identity of the forgetful 
surgeon was not learned. 





Through Air to Prison. Sentenced at 
Casper, Wyo., to serve four years in the 
state prison at Rawlins, A. F. Norby made 
the journey to his new place of abode in an 
airplane. Norby was strapped to a seat be- 
side the deputy sheriff during the flight of 
about 90 miles. 





Beet Sugar Profiteers. On the charge 
made by the beet sugar growers that the 
manufacturers were making exorbitant 
profits in the Colorado district and that 
such profits were largely the cause of the 
present high prices, an investigation was 
ordered by the department of justice. The 
U. S. attorney at Denver was instructed to 
employ accountants and carry the investi- 
gation “to a conclusion.” 





Storms Sweep Country. Two storms, one 
formed in Alaska and the other in Arizona 
and southern Nevada, met Sunday, March 
28, and became a tornado which swept the 
country from the Great Lakes to Florida. 


Eight states suffered from the terrible 
tornado; 160 lives were lost and more than 
$10,000,000 of property destroyed. Hun- 
dreds were injured and thousands were 


left homeless. 





Danger in Morning Kiss. Speaking to 
the New York State Medical Society Dr. 
Lawison Brown stated that it was a good 
thing for the human race that its courting 
was done at night and in the late after- 
hoon. In the early morning lips are unsan- 
until fresh air and sunshine have 
Sterilized them, he alleged. The conclu- 
sions were reached after experiments had 
been made with a tuberculosis patient who 
kissed a sterile dish morning and evening.

Sippi at New Orleans continues to attract 
immense crowds numbering as high as

He 
lives in a tiny houseboat on the river and 
has a rude pulpit built on the bank. It 
has been found necessary to send police to 
keep the crowds in order. Some who have 
come to get the benefit of his “faith 
prayer” have remained for days unprotect- 
ed frem the weather. The Red Cross final- 
ly came to their rescue with tents and cots 
so that the sufferers might be protected 
while waiting their turn. Many cures are 
claimed. 





Wife-Beater Gets Ditto. At Akron, O., 
George Belley was arrested on his wife’s 
complaint and in the court the complain- 
ant described a beating she had received 
with the buckle end of a belt. In accord- 
ance with the sentence of the court Bel- 
ley’s back was stripped and he was flogged 
with the same belt with the same buckle 
on the end. 





Catholics Increase. The official Catholic 
directory shows an increase of 186,200 
members in that church in the United 
States in the past year. The total mem- 
bership is now 27,650,000. The secular 
clergy number 15,400 while the priests of 
religious orders number 21,000. 

No More Circus Sideshows! At a recent 
convention in Chicago of the National As- 
sociation of Outdoor Showmen it was de- 
cided that the sideshow must go. ‘The 
snake-tamers, snake-eaters, sword-swal- 
lowers, fat woman, skeleton man, wild man 
of Borneo, smallest and tallest man in the 
world—all are to be things of the past. 
Those alluring attractions have for years 
drawn dimes and quarters from the pock- 
ets of the youth of America and they have 
always been considered a well-paying part 
of the circus. The reasons for the aboli- 
tion of the sideshows are not given, but 
it is hinted that the “freaks” became exor- 
bitant in their salary demands. 


Denver Threatens the Horse. At Denver 
the horse must follow the buffalo into ob- 
livion if a bill before the city council be- 
comes a law. This bill proposes to banish 
the horse from Denver’s streets after Jan. 
1, 1925. The ordinance proposes the same 
ostracism for the cattle, sheep, pigs and 
even goats. 





Students Duck Faculty Members. In or- 
der to promote “school spirit” the students 
of the Fort Hays Normal school, in Kan- 
sas, led by the co-eds, resorted to force 
and applied that force even to the pro- 
fessors. The president upon leaving on a 
business trip suggested a_half-holiday 
when all could get together and build a 


running track for the school. The girls 
were to prepare a dinner for the workers, 
and it was they who suggested that the 
men who did not help should be ducked 
in the lake. The first to be ducked was 
the editor of the college paper. Though he 
could not swim he was pitched into water 
over his head. The next was a professor 
captured on his way to the class-room. An- 
other professor plunged into the lake of 
his own accord to escape the pursuing stu- 
dents. The faculty members telegraphed 
the authorities at Topeka for protection, 
and the attorney-general promised to pros- 
ecute those responsible for the disorders. 


Steel Earnings Less. The U. S. Steel 
Corporation earned $152,300,000 during 
1919, according to the annual report. This 
was less than the earnings of 1918 by 
$56,000,000, allowances being made for fed- 
eral income and excess profits taxes. Gross 
sales fur the year totaled $1,450,000,000. 
The assets of the corporation were shown 
to have reached the enormous total of $2,- 
365,000,000. In spite of labor difficulties 
the output for the year was 75 per cent 
of capacity. 





Lawson Caught in “Frenzied Finance.” 
As a result of a crusade by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Allen of Massachusetts against pro- 
moters of questionable stocks, Thomas W. 
Lawson, famous broker and author, was 
arrested at Boston with a number of other 
brokers. Lawson was charged with ex- 
ploiting silver stocks about which the re- 
quired information had not been filed at 
the statehouse. “Silvers, the greatest gam- 
ble of the age,” was the heading of Law- 
son’s advertisements. Stocks handled by 
him advanced from a few cents to as much 
as $9 a share, later tumbling back to the 
low figures. The cheap stock attracted a 
class of people without investing experi- 
ence, and Liberty bonds and savings ac- 
counts were sacrificed in the hope of rich 
returns. 





Daylight Saving in New York. New York 
state started Sunday, March 28, an hour 
earlier than her neighbor states, carrying 
into effect the new daylight saving law. 
Considerable confusion resulted, from the 
fact that thousands of commuters living in 
New Jersey found themselves governed by 
two time schedules. The Pennsylvania 
railroad chan.ed its local time tables to 
conform to the new arrangement while 
through trains continued to be operated 
by standard time. The New York Central 
made no change in time. The New York 
stock exchange opening at 10 o’clock 
brought about the opening of the ex- 
changes in other cities at the same hour, 
that is, nine o’clock by standard time. 

Doesn’t Pay to Beat Pigs. “Throw away 
your club, every blow to the pig is a blow 
to the pork-packing industry.” Such was 
the slogan adopted at a meeting in Chicago 
under the auspices of the National Live 
Stock Exchange. Every time a pig is wal- 
loped, according to one speaker, it causes 
the loss of half a pound of pork to the 
purchaser and owner. 


Woman Annoyed by Railroad. Mrs. D. 
L. Symington of Green Spring Valley, an 
aristocratic residence section near Balti- 
more, sued the Pennsylvania railroad for 
$25,000. She claimed that members of the 
family were kept awake by the ringing of 
a bell, the blowing of engine whistles and 
the shifting of cars. She also said that a 
hedge on her property was destroyed. A 
verdict of $2,750 was awarded her.

Ireland’s Condition Serious. Is Ire- 
land drifting toward anarchy? That is 
the question being asked not only out- 
side of the island but by native Irish- 
men also. The country is suffering as 
she never did before, not from open 
warfare but from secret murder so- 
cieties which move stealthily and strike 
so swiftly that there is no chance of 
escape. 

Hardly a day passes but a new vic- 
tim of the “underground” warfare is 
reported. Public officials live in hourly 
danger. Many of them dare not leave 
their homes for fear of an assassin’s 
bullet. 

A brutal murder occurred the other 
day in Dublin in broad daylight. A 
crowded street-car was held up by a 
gang of masked men who dragged one 
of the passengers, Alan Bell, a man of 
70, who was for many years an official 
of the royal constabulary, from his 
seat and shot him to death before the 
eves of the other passengers. Some of 
the women fainted. No-one interfered 
and the murderers walked away with- 
out molestation. 

A vouthful baker of County Tipper- 
ary. was called to the door of his home 
and shot down. The body of a young 
unidentified man, well dressed, was 
found in a field near Dublin with his 
hands bound behind his back and his 
body full of bullet holes. <A riot broke 
out in Dublin a few nights ago between 
the night with serious injuries sus- 
tained by both sides. 

The situation becomes admittedly 
worse every day. Public feeling is 
fiercely inflamed, principally against 
the government, which is blamed for 
everything that hapens. Charges of ev- 
ery description are made against it, 
and believed regardless of their ab- 
surdity. 

It is accepted as true by many that 
agents of the government killed Lord 
Mavor MacCurtain of Cork. Others say 
the Sinn Feiners killed him. The Sinn 
Fein is maintaining secret watches to 
protect its leaders, and troops with ar- 
mored cars and machine guns are as- 
sisting the constabulary in an attempt 
to keep order. Sir Neville Macready, 
chief of the metropolitan police of Lon- 
don, has been appointed military com- 
mander of the island. 


The Irish home-rule bill came up in 
the commons for its second reading, 
and such was the excited feeling that 
extra guards were put on duty to pre- 
vent any outbreak. Ian MacPherson, 
secretary for Ireland, said that the gov- 
ernment had been extremely lenient 
toward the trouble-makers in Ireland. 
Ireland’s prosperity, he contended, was 
due to her connection with the United 
Kingdom; it would be suicidal for her 
to cut loose, he declared, and any form 
of secession could not be tolerated. 

The effect of the Irish question on 
public opinion in the United States was 
discussed pro and con, with the usual 
contradictory assertions. T. P. O’Con- 
nor, the Irish nationalist M. P. and 
journalist, who was in the United 
States not long ago, said he viewed the 
new home-rule bill as “a measure for 
making the government of Ireland 
worse.” He did not believe it possible 
to establish a republic in the Emerald 


Isle, either by consent or rebellion, he 
said. 

Mrs. Humphry Ward Dead. Mrs. 
Humphry Ward, the celebrated Eng- 
lish novelist, died a few days ago of 
heart disease in a London hospital. 
Mrs. Ward was born in Tasmania in 
1851. She was a granddaughter of the 
noted Dr. Arnold of Rugby (immortal- 
ized in “Tom Brown’s Schooldays”), 
and a niece of the poet, Matthew Ar- 
nold. Her husband was also an emi- 
nent literary man. The deceased was 
one of the seven English women who 
were appointed a few weeks ago as 
magistrates under the sex disqualifica- 
tion removal act. 


FRANCE. 


To Preserve Battle Sites. The shaded 
portion of the map represents the dev- 
astated areas of France and Belgium. 
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In a number of heavily shelled dis- 
tricts, such as Chemin des Dames and 
Ypres, every mark of human habitation 
was completely obliterated, while at 
Verdun, Cambrai, Arras, Lille and 
many other cities the destruction was 
virtually as complete. 

France is making elaborate prepara- 
tions to handle the enormous crowds 
expected to tour the region. Over 200 
sites have been marked for national 
preservation. Hotels, restaurants and 
garages are being planned in such a 
way as to form a nucleus for the new 
towns that are expected to come into 
existence. A great main road stretch- 
ing from Dixmude to Belfort near the 
Swiss frontier, with “switch” roads 
branching off at intervals, will be built 
for the convenience of autoists. 





Name-Plates on Avenue Changed. 
Shortly after the signing of the armis- 
tice the name of one of the Paris thor- 
oughfares was changed to the “Avenue 
du President Wilson”. One morning 
not long ago Parisians awoke to find 
that during the night someone had cov- 
ered a dozen or so of the name-plates 
with paper slips bearing the name of 
“Avenue des Americains”. Probably 
the president’s attitude on the peace 
treaty had something to do with the de- 
sire for a change; anyway no move 
has been made to restore the old signs. 





BOcTIVIA. 

Trouble With Peru Threatened. A 
mob, headed by Gen. Ishmael Montes, 
former president of Bolivia, attacked 
the Peruvian legation at La Paz, the 


Bolivian capital, a few nights ago, tore 
off the government shields from the 
building and broke the windows. The 
Peruvian minister and his family were 
away and escaped injury. 

Feeling between Peru and Bolivia 
has bee running high as a result of 
the Arica controversy. Arica is a prov. 
ince in Chile that formerly belonged to 
Peru but was taken over by Chile as a 
result of the war of 1879-83. Bolivia 
has long wanted to control Arica as 4 
seaport and an agreement was recently 
reached with Chile under which she 
would be granted the territory. This 
report aroused feeling in Peru, which 
country felt that she also should have 
been consulted, and caused the gov. 
ernment t protest formally to Bolivi, 
against the grant. 

Open hostilities seemed imminent, 
strengthened by a report that Chile 
was mobilizing her forces. The Amer- 
ican government sent several notes to 
Chile requesting that she use her in- 
fluence to prevent further develop- 
ments. This act served only to stir up 
that country. The Chilean officials and 
press took the attitude that America 
suspected their government of foster- 
ing differences between her two sister 
republics. 

Chile replied denying any thought of 
mobilization. She deplored the La Paz 
affair but minimized its consequences, 
America’s interference was also con- 
demned by the American chamber of 
commerce at Valapraiso. 


GERMANY. 


Reds Resort to Sabotage. When any 
movement outgrows its leadership ther 
is apt to be trouble—if both sides hav. 
important interests at stake. Socialis 
in Germany outgrew militarism and 
caused its downfall. Then militarism, 
under the upstart Kapp, tried to re- 
gain its foothold but the sentiment of 
the country was against its return just 
then and it was rejected. The workers 
felt their oats and the taste of victory 
in the strike that the Ebert government 
called was so exhilarating that they 
lost their heads and now they are 
fighting to get absolute control of the 
government. 

Berlin is doing everything in its pow- 
er to appease the workers but, as one 
official said, it cannot do the impossible 
The Bauer cabinet was distasteful to 
the workers so it was forced out and 
a new one with Hermann Mueller, as 
chancellor, has been formed. Mueller 
was foreign minister in the old cabinet. 
Labor, it is said, is to have a strong 
voice in the new ministry. 

Negotiations have been pending be- 
tween the government and the insur- 
gents in the Ruhr region but without 
any decisive results. There is a radical 
element among the workers that 15 
blocking all attempts to arrive at 2 
satisfactory peace. These anarchists, 
as they are openly termed, demand the 
complete disarming and disbanding of 
the regular troops and the establish- 
ment of a people’s army composed of 
workmen, to which all arms must be 
surrendered. 

The government, of course, could not 
hear to such terms. Plans for a recon- 
ciliation had about been completed but 
this attitude of the exuremists resull- 
ed in an ultimatum iureatening thal 
government troops would be sent into 
the region unless the workers recog 
nized absolutely the Berlin government. 
The complete disarmament and 1i!- 
mediate dissolution of the red army,

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the release of prisoners and the restora- 
tion of the regular authority to power 
are demanded. 

The reds are bitterly opposed to any 
advance of the reichswehr, or national 
standing army. Some of the most terri- 
ble threats imaginable are made if these 
forces are sent against them. Delegates 
have gone to Cologne to ask for the 
intervention of the allies in the district. 


The government is seeking permis- 
sion of the allies to send troops into 
the neutral zone. Blame for the whole 
trouble, of course, is laid on the allies 
because they laid down such heavy 
peace terms. Although the presence of 
German troops in this area is contrary 
to the terms of the treaty the British 
and Italian governments do not oppose 
it, and President Wilson has announced 
that he also is willing. 

But the French look at the matter 
differently. -It has been discovered that 
the Germans all along have been secret- 
ly breaking the treaty in regard to the 
possession of war equipment. They 
were allowed only 204 three-inch guns 
and no airplanes at all but over 12,000 
guns—3,500 of them being in the vicin- 
ity of Berlin—and about 6,000 airplanes 
intact have been found. 

The French naturally are distrustful. 
Germany has a bad reputation of mak- 
ing ‘agressive and treacherous war 
whenever she thinks she can do so 
successfully. Her annual increase of 
young men fit for military duty is about 
600,000, so France is reluctant to ex- 
pose her country to a neighbor with 
such a reputation for treachery. 

A reply was sent back to Berlin that 
if Germany was allowed to send troops 
into the neutral zone allied forces 
should occupy Frankfort, Darmstadt 
and a few other German cities in re- 
turn.* This put a different face on the 
matter. Chancellor Mueller declared 
that he never would “subject these 
peaceful communities to the terrors of 
occupation.” 

Now the Berlin government is con- 
sidering modifying the terms of the 
ultimatum to the Ruhr workers in the 
hope of keeping them from flooding 
the mines and destroying other prop- 
erty. It is reported that the reds have 
already blown up several mines and 
factories in the district. 

Fighting is still in progress around 
Wesel. The reds are bending every 
effort to capture this city. Many of 
their shells go wild and the other day 
one of them flew across the Rhine river 
onto the Belgian side where it explod- 
ed in front of a fort but without dam- 
age. 

Numerous cases are being checked 
up against the reds in which their army 
is violating terms of the armistice. Nine- 
inch guns are being used in the bom- 
bardment of Wesel, when the armis- 
tice stipulates clearly that guns no big- 
ger than three-inch shall be permitted 
anywhere in the country. In another 
instance the red army crossed the Lippe 
river, which, under the armistice, was 
the dividing line between the German 
and allied armies. 

The Dutch are also closely watching 
events and preparations are in readi- 
ness for instant mobilization of the 
nation’s forces should the occasion 
warrant it. It is a well-known fact that 
an understanding exists between the 
Spartacans in Westphalia and the Dutch 
communists for supplying the Germans 
with foodstuffs. Quantities of wheat 
and rye have been bought up in Rotter- 





dam for shipment into the Ruhr region. 

Serious fighting has occurred also in 
Leipzig and Halle. After four days of 
bloody fighting in Leipzig the workers 
were forced to surrender. Hundreds 
were killed and thousands wounded. 
Practically every building in the city 
was damaged, some of them being com- 
pletely demolished. 

The worker stoutly maintain that 
they gave in only because of the lack 
of ammunition. They are far from be- 
ing subdued and the government fears 
that hostilities will again break out 
should more ammunition he forthcom- 
ing. It is suspected that the workers 
are getting their supplies from Russia. 

Berlin authorities have required all 
foreigners in the city to report regu- 
larly at headquarters. A police raid 
was conducted a few days ago and all 
those not reported were arrested. 
Among them were many Russians. 

Americans ere almost as scarce as 
the proverbial hen’s teeth in Germany 
now. Two special trains arrived at 
Coblenz the other day, one from Ber- 
lin and the other from Léipzig, each 
carrying about 200 Americans who had 
fail to heed tle warning to leave 
earlier. 


VENEZUELA. 


Thoroughfares Used for Freight. The 
government of Venezuela has been do- 
ing extensive as well as intensive work 
in the building of a series of national 
highways within the past f-w years. 
At present approximately 1800 miles of 
high-grade, modern thoroughfares have 
been completed connecting the sea- 
board with the chief cities in the in- 
terior. 

Through the lowlands the basis of 
the roads is chiefly natural dirt but in 
the mountainous parts macadam was 
used. Most of the steel bridges used 
for spanning the cuts were built by 
American concerns. The roads are used 
not only for ordinary vehicular and 
equestrian traffic Lut also for the regu- 
lar transportation of passengers and 
freight. 


PARAGUAY. 


Paraguay Non-Progressive. Of all the 
countries in South America Paraguay is 
probably the least progressive. Though 
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The accompanying cartcon is taken from 
the Paris comic paper, Le Rire (meaning 
“the laugh”). It is a take-off on the great 
American jazz. 


the soil is noted for its productiveness 
and fertility, of a total area of 172,()()) 
square miles its cultivated portion does 
not exceed 500,000 acres. Agricultu 
is the principal industry; only one- 
tenth of the population live in the 
cities. Altogether there are about 80). 
000 people in the country. 

One peculiarity which exists in few, 
if any, other countries is the scarcity 
of men. Women outnumber the men 
10 to one, and 50 rem ago when the 
country gave up fighting the proportion 
was 25 women to one man. Paraguay 
has not been at war since 1870. Before 
that time her wean occupation was 
fighting, the wars being mainly with 
Brazil, Uruguay and Argentina. Five- 
sixths of her population, it is said, per- 
ished in her wars. 

School attendance in the country is 
nominally compulsory but illiteracy 
among the adults is about 20 per cent. 
The schools are supported by state and 
local taxation. An agriculture schoo! 
and a model farm are maintained near 
Asuncion, the capital. A national uni- 
versity is also located there with an 
attendance of about 250 students. About 
100,000 inhabitants of the country are 
wild Indians. 

Paraguay’s advancement has been 
slow but the country has fine chances 
for making money. Japan showed her 
alertness by concluding a commercial 
treaty recently in which special favors 
in the acquirement of property are ex- 
tended to her nationals who settle in 
the country. Paraguay does very little 
business with other countries outside 
of South America but it is understood 
that she is now giving Japan first 
choice in her shipments.

Condensed Notes on Current Progress 
In the Realm of Invention and Discovery 








An Ingenious Lettering Machine. 


A New York inventor has succeeded 
in working out a machine that does 
lettering such as artists are usually em- 
ployed to do by hand. The results are 
said not only to equal those obtained 
by hand but only about one-tenth as 
much time is required and a practically 
unlimited variety of form and style is 
possible. 

A rough layout or “dummy” of the 
work to be done is prepared and clamp- 
ed on the platen of the machine. A 
type-card similar to a photographic 
negative, having on it the required 
style of lettering, is then selected from 
the file and put in the machine. These 
cards are provided in sets which con- 
tain a large variety of letters in all 
Sizes and styles. 

The card in the machine is moved 
about until the letter desired is un- 
der the pointer. The operator knows 
then that letter is in the proper position 
to be reproduced. By moving a lever 
he now lights a lamp above the type- 
card. The light rays penetrate the 
clear part of the negative—the letter— 
and act on a corresponding part of the 
surface of some sensitized paper car- 
ried on a roller under the lamp-housing. 

This part of the operation is practic- 
ally the same as the process of making 
positive photographic prints from nega- 
tives. The movement of another lever 
now sets the apparatus for photograph- 
ing*the next letter, and so on. Equal 
exposure for the letters is insured by 
an automatic timer. 

When all the letters have been 
thrown on the sensitized paper in this 
manner that portion on the roll on 
which exposures have been made is 
torn off to be developed and fixed the 
same as ordinary photographic prints. 
The result is clean-cut black lettering 
on a white ground, The machine is in- 
tended to take the place of high-priced 
artists in producing lettering for dis- 
play advertising and the like which 
cannot be printed so well from hand 
or machine-set type. 


New Synthetic Fruit Acids. 

Two American chemists, J. M. Weiss 
and C. R. Downs, have worked out 
processes for preparing several valu- 
able fruit acids synthetically from ben- 
zol, a coal-tar derivative. The benzol 
is first made to yield malic acid by mix- 
ing it with air and passing it over a 
catalyzer—a substance which is cap- 
able of materially affecting the chem- 
ical reaction without itself undergoing 
any change. The synthetic fruit acids 
are then prepared from the malic 
acid. 

Malic acid has been obtained from 
the juices of certain plants and fruits 
but the product from those sources is 
far too costly to use in preparing arti- 
ficial fruit acids on a commercial scale, 


Discussing the discovery, a bulletin 
of the American Chemical Society says, 
substantially: Several valuable acids 
may be obtained from malic acid as a 
base. One of the most valuable of these 
is tartaric acid. Heretofore thishascome 
exclusively from incrustations of cream 
of tartar on the sides and bottoms of 
wine casks, Now that the country has 
gone dry and importations of cream of 
tartar from abroad have become prac- 
tically negligible we should be obliged 
to get along without cream-of-tartar 
baking powder, tataric acid, etc., but 
for the timely discovery of Messrs. 
Weiss and Downs. 

The malic acid base also yields citric 
acid under proper chemical manipula- 
tion. This acid which makes lemons 
and other citrus fruits sour is much 
used in the preparation of “soft drinks” 
ana also in various ways in the arts. 

Another important synthetic acid that 
may be prepared inexpensively by the 
new process is lactic acid. As its name 
indicates, it was originaly obtained 
from sour milk but several processes 
are now known for preparing it syn- 
thetically. It is said to be a valuable 
tonic and appetizer for hogs. It is 
also of considerable value in dyeing 
wool and in other industrial processes. 

Still another product that may be ob- 
tained cheaply from malic acid is suc- 
cinic acid. This compound is useful 
for making numerous laboratory tests. 
Heretofore it has been quite costly be- 
cause it was ordinarily obtained by the 
distillation of amber. 

The inventors ‘claim that malic acid, 
derived by their patented process from 
benzol, can further be employed as the 
basis for new dyes, medicines and per- 
fumes. Arrangements are now being 
made to manufacture products from 
this new source on a large scale. It is 
believed the process will render the 
United States independent of foreign 
supplies of several important raw ma- 
terials. 


The Animal That is an Engineer. 


The animal in which instinct is so 
highly developed as to have caused 
many to think it possessed real intelli- 
gence—namely the beaver—is becom- 
ing scarce in America. Yet a beaver 
dam a quarter of a mile long and 12 
feet high was recently discovered in a 
secluded spot in Wisconsin. 

In the center of the dam was the 
house, as usual, but this one was of 
great proportions. It rose 16 feet in 
height and was 40 feet broad at its 
base. In the interior quarters, below 
water but clean and dry and well car- 
peted, there was enough room for a 
tall man to lie at full length. 

The family consisted of nine beavers, 
which is above the average number. 
Large quantities of food, consisting of 
bark and roots and small tree-trunks, 
were stored away for the winter’s use 
—proving beavers to be good weather 
prophets. 

Beavers make very efficient dams, 


which come to have the solidity of 
banks, and they make them the more 
convex as the current is stronger. The 
branches and twigs are interlaced in a 
cunning way to make a mat or frame. 
work, and mud is applied so well on 
the properly prepared frame that the 
little workers live under the ice in the 
winter time in great comfort and safety. 

But it has been observed that beavers 
of today do no better than those of a 
thousand years ago. Accordingly it is 
concluded that they do not possess ; 
reasoning intelligence, though their in- 














stinct is of a highly developed and very 
remarkable kind. 


Utilizing Waste By-Products. 

New processes have been developed 
for putting to useful purposes corncobs 
one of the largest by-products of farm- 
ing, according to a government chem- 
ist. One of the valuable substances 
now obtained from them is an adhesive 
gum. Another is the rare sugar xylose 
from which several useful products 
may be obtained. 

In California cull oranges and lem- 
ons not suitable for shipment as fresh 
fruit are being worked up into marma- 
lade, vinegar, candied peel, juiee, ci- 
trate of lime, citric acid and other use- 
ful products. Steps for the establish- 
ment of a similar by-products industry 
in the citrus belt of Florida have also 
been taken. 

Processes for the preparation of syr- 
up from cull sweet potatoes have been 
successfully developed. The produc- 
tion of starch, maltose and maltose syr- 
up from cull or waste material of vari- 
ous kinds is now being investigated as 
it is believed such products would find 
a ready market and help to eke out the 
food supply, depleted by the unusual 
demands of war and the post-war pe- 
riod. 








An Easily-Made Heat Engine. 

Here is a simple heat engine that 
anyone handy with tools can make out 
of tin and odds and ends of other mate- 
rials. First cut out a disk of tin, E, in 
the diagram, and mount it, like a wheel, 
on a shaft, D. Six compartments, cor- 
responding to the sections of the rim 
or felloe of a -vooden wheel (B1, B2, 
B3, B4, B5 and B6) are made of tin 
and attached to the disk E, arranged 
concentrically about the shaft. 

By means of a small brass tube, bent 
to pass around the shaft at the center, 
connect each of these compartments or 
chambers with the one opposite it—B1 
with B4, B2 with B5, and so on. This 
tube in each case should extend through 
the chambers it connects, nearly to the 
outer cylindrical wall. 

_Two supports, made by bending 
heavy tin or other sheet metal should 
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be provided. These should be of such 
a height as to support the wheel above 
a flame or other source of heat at a 
joint where a maximum Phawsantt of 
heal will be received. 

Three consecutive chambers are fill- 
ed with ether or acetone. Introduce 
the liquid where it belongs through 
small holes. Heating it to the boiling 
point then will expel all the air in the 
chambers, whereupon the holes should 
be soldered shut. Thus the three cham- 
bers on one side will be filled with the 
volatile liquid while the otherthree on 
the opposite side, contain only ex- 
panded vapor. 

The engine is now ready to run. All 
that is necessary is to support the 
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wheel above the flame of a candle or 
even above a pan of hot water. The 
heat vaporizes the liquid in the cham- 
bers as each passes through it in turn. 
The vapor passes through the tube to 
the opposite chamber and there con- 
denses. In this way the center of 
gravity is changed constantly and so 
the wheel revolves. 


Diener, a New “Plant Wizard”? 


From California comes an account of 
a wonder-working plant specialist who 
seems to be out-Burbanking Burbank, 
known the world over for the plant 
marvels he has wrought. This man, 
Richard Diener by name, is a native of 
Germany but for the past 15 years he 
has lived in America. All his life he 
has specialized in the production of 
new plants and in the improvement of 
old varieties. He has also made a care- 
ful study of the laws of plant growth 
and claims, as 4 result, to have dis- 
covered the “law of plant growth”. This 
discovery, it appears, is the secret of 
the success he has attained as a plant 
breeder. 

One of the most notable of his 
achievements is a new variety of wheat, 
called “Liberty wheat”. Eighteen 
pounds of seed on an acre, it is de- 
clared, will produce no less than 150 
bushels. This is an increase of about 
300 to one, about 17 times as much as 
the average increase now obtained in 
California. 

A new variety of corn developed by 
Diener is said to have ears weighing 
two and a half pounds apiece and it 
is not unusual for a dozen such ears 
to grow on a single stock. Of course 

iat requires an unusally strong stalk 
= Diener has been equal to that de- 
mand and has succeeded in developing 
big stalks, each one sufficiently rigid 
to support 30 pound or more of corn. 

If all reports are true, Diener has de- 
veloped a wonderful new tomato with 
solid meat through and through. Not 
only do the vines produce giant toma- 





toes weighing three pounds apiece, with 
a total yield of 30 to 40 tons per acre, 
but they are highly resistant to blight 
which seriously damages many other 
varieties. Various other plants and 
even poultry, we are told, have been 
materially improved by the magic of his 
scientific methods of selection, cross- 
fertilization and cultivation. 

If all this is true it certainly is wel- 
come news for a hungry world. Of 
course, plants that yield such extra- 
ordinary quantities will require more 
fertilizers than the common plants but 
if it comes to a question of finding fer- 
tilizers or going hungry, you may be 
sure we shall manage to find the fer- 
tilizers. 

Readers are to be cautioned how- 
ever against placing too much confi- 
dence in any revolutionary new var- 
ieties of grain, vegetables etc., until 
they have been throughly tested under 
all conditions. It is of interest and 
value to try such new things, but they 
should be accepted only on probation. 
The Pathfinder cannot state where any 
of the new varieties mentioned can be 
procured. If they are of genuine merit 
they will be on the market in due time.

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BETTER TEACHERS; BETTER PAY. 


N every part of the country there is 
| an acute shortage of teachers. Ac- 

cording to the latest figures of the 
bureau of education over 18,000 schools 
have had to be closed this year for 
lack of teachers, and over 40,000 more 
are being taught by teachers who are 
below the accepted standards. Dean 
Russell of the Teachers’ college of New 
York says there are “no less than 130,- 
000 vacancies in the schoolrooms of 
the country,” many teachers doing dou- 
ble duty and taking charge of classes 
that are far too big. 


Dr. Russell cited that 300,000 of our 
teachers are paid less than $450 a year 
—or only as much as a good man can 
earn in a month at some kinds of man- 
ual labor. “Such a condition furnishes 
a fertile field for radical agitators, who 
are already at work,” he gave warn- 
warning. Ex-Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield, discussing this subject from a 
business point of view, declared that 
“the schools of the country are rapidly 
disintegrating” and that the situation 
is perilous. 

Superintendent of Education Thurs- 
ton of Washington, D. C., in a recent 
public address said that the low scale 
of wages paid teachers is undermining 
our whole educational system. And he 
added, significantly: “No civilization 
can rise higher than its schools.” 

We might go on and say that the 
schools can’t rise higher than the 
teachers, and that while we are raising 
the pay of teachers we must see that 
the standard of the teachers is also 
raised as rapidly as possible. This of 
course is more easily said than done. 
Teachers are human—or ought to be— 
and they cannot be expected to know 
everything. 

They ought to be able to teach the 
English language in a fair degree, but 
many of them are not. The Washing- 
ton high school teachers are supposed 
to be college graduates, yet behold 
what one of these teachers wrote in a 
letter: “It was the opinion of he and 
Mrs. Gerry that I had been guilty of 
discussing subjects that students were 
not capable of understanding.” 


Imagine any teacher making such a 
gross error as to say “the opinion of 
he”! And this teacher, we are told by 
the school authorities, is “one of the 
best English teachers we have.” If she 
is one of the best, what must the worst 
be? And what must our colleges be 
when they turn out such products as 
this teacher, who makes a blunder for 
which a district school pupil would be 
given a “goose-egg”? 

This same teacher was disciplined by 
the school board because she had gone 
to a meeting of “reds” and had told 
her pupils that people should preserve 
“an open mind” on the subject of bol- 
shevism. And yet the capital of the 
nation must put up with teachers of 
that sort! 

Not all the teachers are so unfit of 
course; most of them are loyal and ca- 
pable. But this teacher is: backed by 


the teachers’ union, and the sinister 
power of that »organization has been 
used to keep he: in. 

There is no excuse or defense for the 
unionization of teachers.. Teachers 
are paid out of the public treasury and 
they should not be allowed to have any 
dual allegiance. The schools are no 
place for hyphenism or class domina- 
tion; no teacher can serve God and 
mammon, and those that try it must be 
run out of the schools or our system of 
education will be hopelessly honey- 
combed. 

The radicals are trying the favorite 
I. W. W. scheme of “boring from with- 
in” the schools, and they employ the 
teachers’ unions as one agency for 
gaining control so that our American- 
ism can be poisoned at its source. 
The parlor bolshevists, near-socialists 
and other extreme radicals are adepts 
at organization and propaganda; they 
work while you sleep and you may 
wake up in the morning and find that 
though they are hopelessly in the mi- 
nority, they have gained possession of 
affairs and they can defy you to do 
anything. 

In every state, county, village and 
school district in the country we shall 
have to be eternally vigilant against 
these insidious forces of destruction, 
which very commonly work under the 
guise and pretense of reform. They 
work on the evil doctrine that the 
schools are maintained for the benefit 
of the teachers, and not for the bene- 
fit of the pupils and the public. 

The first test of a teacher from now 
on should be Americanism; candidates 
who have “an open mind” toward revo- 
lutionary “isms” should be crossed off 
the list; they are too dear at any price. 
Liberal money must be paid for the 
right kind of teachers, and then they 
must come up to the mark. 

Schoolboards, parents, taxpayers and 
the public generally have a good right 
to balk when teachers demand higher 
pay and in the same breath reveal their 
own unfitness. Witness a recent case in 
Oregon, as stated in the Portland Ore- 
gonian. 

Some teachers went to a meeting of 
the board of education and put in a de- 
mand for a salary raise. One of these 
teachers used this expression: “If you 
were to take in washing you would 
get $6 a day, against we teachers $5.” 

Here we have again as bad a blunder 
in English as anyone can make— 
“against we teachers”. It is exactly 
the same class of mistake as the Wash- 
ington teacher made. The Washington 
teacher said: “the opinion of he”, and 
the Oregon teacher said: “against we”. 
Neither of them knew the rudimentary 
rule which calls for the objective case 
after a preposition. 

This pretty pair of teachers were lo- 
cated one on the Atlantic coast and the 
other on the Pacific, and this shows 
how widespread such incompetence is. 
If the washerwoman who was alleged 
to get $6 a day didn’t know any more 
about washing than these teachers do 
about teaching, she certainly is over- 
paid. People complain when a wash- 





erwoman doesn’t know her business 
and can we blame them if they hesitat; 
to pay increased wages to teachers who 
show themselves so ill prepared for 
their work? 


A newspaper headline says: “Do you 


- know your A, B, C’s? If so, you can 


be a teacher.” It almost looks so, when 
teachers who are already in the schools 
and asking for more will use such lan- 
guage as “the opinion of he” and 
“against we teachers”. This “English” 
reminds us of the little boy who had 
eaten so much on Thanksgiving that he 
couldn’t get up from the table and who 
appealed to his father: “Daddy, take | 
and lay I down on the bed, but he care- 
ful and don’t bend I.” The little boy’s 
grammar is just as good as that of these 
teachers. 


Now, it would be a gross injustice to 
the great body of American teachers 
to say that they are all like these hor- 
rible examples we have cited. Far from 
it. Therefore it is as much to the in- 
terest of the good teachers as it is to 
that of the public to raise the stan- 
dards and see to it that teachers who 
are flagrantly ignorant or unfit are 
weeded out just as fast as possible. Any 
school official or organization that up- 
holds them is an enemy of school wel- 
fare and should be pursued and driven 
out. 


The ability to use perfect English is 
not necessarily the acid test of a teach- 
er’s fitness, but the chances are that a 
teacher who doesn’t know common 
English will also be ignorant and un- 
trustworthy when it comes to teaching 
really vital subjects. A public school 
teacher who, like this Washington 
teacher, got her “facts” hy reading rad- 
ical papers and going to radical meet- 
ings will not be a safe person to teach 
anything. And a teacher who complains 
because washerwomen get more mon- 
ey, and who in her plea uses such a 
phrase as “against we teachers” would 
perhaps better be doing washing than 
pretending to teach. 


Teachers should take pride in their 
profession and do their utmost to keep 
it on a basis where it will command 
the respect of the public. If the faith 
of the public in the schools is weakened 
we shall indeed have disaster. 

Superintendent Thurston puts the 
truth in strong terms when he says: 
“No civilization can rise higher than 
its schools.” The schools must be good, 
the teachers must be good, the pay 
must be good; here are the three basic 
points on. which our education must 
firmly rest. 


The schools of this country cost a 
vast amount of money; it is the people 


,.who pay this money and they are en- 


titled to get value received. Primarily 
it is up to each teacher to make him- 
self a good teacher, and no miracle is 
required in order to accomplish this. 

The teacher’s mind should be on his 
teaching and not on his pay. If a 
teacher finds that he can’t contimue to 
teach for the wages available he should 
see whether he can secure a better sal- 
ary somewhere else or in some other 
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line. He can’t be expected to continue 
to sacrifice himself indefinitely. 

And when enough teachers quit, then 
the school authorities and the taxpay- 
ers will realize that they must raise the 
scale of pay in order to keep the 
schools going. So in due course the 
condition will be adjusted and an equi- 
librium restored. 

The schools must be maintained and 
the public must wake up to the fact 
that they are going to cost more. But 
in order to justify the increased cost 
they must be made better and more 
useful. They must find ways to cover 
niore ground, by eliminating the less 
useful and favoring the more useful. 
The training must be practical and yet 
comprehensive. 

Far too much time has been wasted 
in the past on the literary and intel- 
lectual side of education. The plan 
has failed and we see how it has failed 
when we find some of our “best” teach- 
ers making egregious blunders in Eng- 
lish. Pupils will absorb about as much 
English as the ordinary person needs 
by reading good books and papers. 
Anyone who can’t learn English that 
way will never learn it and has no use 
for it. 

The chief value of school education 
after all is not in the facts that are 
learned but in the training that is giv- 
en and the habits that are formed. A 
pupil may be a poor scholar but still 
his school training will help to make 
him a useful citizen. On the other hand 
a brilliant student in school may turn 
out to be a failure in real life; his edu- 
cation may not be-applied to any use- 
ful purpose, or he may use it for 
wrongful purposes. “* 

In choosing teachers therefore it is 
more important to secure men and 
women of real character than to let 
mere scholarship be the main test. As 
we have seen, a high-school teacher 
may be a college graduate and still not 
be fit; that test is not reliable. There- 
fore let the teachers live up to their 
great mission. If they are teaching 
merely to make money, let them resign 
and go into something else.

Is Spiritualism Genuine? 

Ques. What is spiritualism? Can a per- 
son really communicate with the dead and 
see spirits materialized, or are people hyp- 
notized so they see imaginary things?— 
Ans. This question is not yet settled to 
the satisfaction of everybody. Large num- 
bers of people, in all times, have believed 
that they saw spirits and received com- 
munications from the dead. We know that 
in many cases such manifestatiozs are 
frauds, but we cannot say that all are, 
Many strange things remain which cannot 
be explained by hypnotism, mind-reading 
or trickery. Spiritualism is a religious be- 
lief which is held by many people, and 
they seem to have as much foundation for 
their belief as average persons have. Spir- 
its are frequently mentioned in the Bible 
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Many devout church people believe that 
such things exist but that they are mani- 
festations of the devil and his agents. We 
are warned to beware of “lying spirits”, 
and experience shows that in many cases 
the alleged communications from the dead 
are false. Saul consulted the witch of En- 


dor, who was a spirit medium, and was 
allowed to communicate with the real or 
pretended spirit of Samuel. But though 


‘ 


part of the “spirit” message proved true, 
some of it proved false—which is enough 
to show that such messages cannot be de- 
pended on. The whole subject is still in 
the realm of doubt. 





Inaccurate Shooting Below Zero. 


Ques. Why is it so difficult to shoot and 
hit any thing when temperature is below 
zero? Will the bullet drop?—Ans. Air 
gets heavier as it grows colder, and thus it 
tends to impede course of bullet and make 
it drop. Aim should be directed slightly 
higher. Also the human nerves are not at 
the best in temperatures below zero, and 
this interferes with steady aim. 


Change of Position of Moon. 


Ques. Why is it that the moon appears 
far in south on one night, and probably 
next night almost overhead; and why do 
these movements denote warmer or colder 
weather?—Ans. The answer to this is 
that “they don’t”. The “facts” are wrong. 
The moon doesn’t dodge about the sky in 
that way, nor does it affect the weather as 
stated. Moon’s path is not direct through 
sky from east to west; it is at an angle, 
and this angle varies at different times of 
month and year, but there is no sudden 
change from night to night.

Ques. Did Roosevelt when president in 
any message or official action suggest re- 
moval of motto “In God We Trust” from 
our coins?—Ans, When he was president 
there was a plan of that*sort adopted by 
treasury authorities, no doubt with his 
sanction. The artists who made the de- 
signs objected to the words, not on any re- 
ligious grounds but because they thought 
they detracted from simplicity and beauty 
of coins.

Ques. If a copper ball eight inches in 
diameter is dropped into ocean will it sink 
to bottom regardless of depth? Has water 
the same pressure on cubes as on Ccylin- 
ders and spheres?—Ans.

Its 
attitude and actions said almost as 
plainly as words: “I like you fellows 
and | think I[’1! stay right here with 
you.” The men treated it kindly and it 
did stay—surviving a bombardment 
that cost the lives of many of the hu- 
man members of the unit. The men 
saw that it was fed the choicest bits of 
food, petted it and tied an identifica- 
tion disk about its neck. It stuck to 
them like a brother, being content and 
at home wherever they went.

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Census Machines to the Rescue 


Not many realize that when the great 
army of census enumerators have vis- 
ited the homes, secured the data and 
sent in their reports the main work of 
“taking the census” has to be done. The 
enumerators furnish a vast volume of 
raw material which is worthless be- 
cause unavailable, until compiled and 
digested. 

Before the census of 1880 was in 
available form it was almost time to 
take the next. The last volumes of 
that census were completed in 1889. If 
the old hand-tallying system had been 
employed in the 11th census (1890), it 
would have required the labor of 100

clerks for eight years, according to an 
estimate given by J. A. Stewart in the 
Scientific American. 

Compiling the 1920 census would be 
all but impracticable, according to the 
same authority, were it not for the 
wonderful electrical machines that 
have been invented and perfected for 
the work. They were first used in 1890. 
and it was found that they saved nine- 
tenths of the time, two-thirds of the 
cost of hand work, and at least $5,000,- 
000 to the government. And _ besides 
that they were more accurate. But 
profiteers secured control of the ma- 
chines and fhe government was obliged 
to pay $750,000 for the rental of them. 
The director of the census thereupon 
employed experts to invent electrical 
machinery, congress making an appro- 
priation for the purpose, and when 
the time for the 13th census came 
around the government had its own 
machinery and a saving of half a mil- 
lion dollars was made. 

One of the tabulating machines show- 
ing automatic feed and stacks of cards 
in position before and after tabulation 
is illustrated in the cut. “The card-

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sorting and card-tabulating machinery 
of the census is simple, highly per- 
fected, and splendidly efficient. In op- 
erating, the symbols for each are in- 
serted by editors over the items in the 
various columns of the schedules to 
form divisions. The facts relating to 
sex, age, race, birthplace and other sub- 
jects of inquiry are indicated on indi- 
vidual cards by punching holes through 
the symbols corresponding to those on 
the schedules.” 

About 4,000,000 cards can be punched 
in a day. These cards are fed into the 
tabulating machines and wherever 
there is a punch an electrical connec- 
tion is established by a blunt needle 
passing through the hole into a cup of 
mercury. Thus the fact is registered. 
The machine not only refuses to “ring 
up” when an insufficiently punched 
card passes through, but it stops until 
the card is taken out. The operator 
must go back to the schedules and sup- 
ply the missing information. 

There are about 110,000,000 cards to 
be handled in connection with the 14th 
census. If put one on top of the other 
they would make a stack more than 10 
miles high. Each of these cards must

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The Disturbing Nitrogen Problem 


ITROGEN is one of the most im- 
N portant of the chemical ele- 

ments—substances that chemists 
so far have been unable to decompose 
or break up into simpler substances. It 
is a gas; has no taste, no odor and no 
color. It does not combine readily 
with other elements until the temper- 
ature is raised considerably. It does 
not support combustion nor is it com- 
bustible. It is obvious that if it should 
burn, combustion or chemical union 
with oxygen would long ago have taken 
place and the atmosphere would now 
be composed of either oxygen or nitro- 
gen and the product of combustion, a 
mixture in which plants and animals as 
at present constituted could not live. 

An atmosphere made up of nitrogen 
alone would not support animal life. 
Animals would die in it, not because of 
any poisonous action of the gas, but 
because of the lack of oxygen. Nitro- 
gen serves the useful purpose of dilut- 
ing oxygen in the air; but for this dilu- 
tion nearly everything about us would 
be rapidly oxidized or burned; and in 
all probability nothing could live. 

The gas was named nitrogen because 
it is a constituent of niter or saltpeter. 
In the air it occurs free in the propor- 
tion of 77 per cent by weight. A great 
deal also exists combined with numer- 
ous other substances in nature, partic- 
ularly in the nitrates or salts of nitric 
acid. It is a constituent of many or- 
ganic substances. Considerable quanti- 
ties are also found combined with hy- 
drogen, in ammonia. 

Nitrogen is practically as essential 
to the life of animals as oxygen is. 
Without it there could be no proto- 
plasm, which is absolutely indispensa- 
ble to the normal development and 
maintenance of living tissues. So im- 
portant and useful are nitrogen com- 
pounds that chemists declare that there 
could be no civilization—perhaps no 
life—without them. 

Nitrogen is one of the most neces- 
sary of all fertilizing materials. It is 
particularly valuable in the formation 
of leaves while phosphoric acid or 
phosphate supplies the elements for the 
production of seeds and potash con- 
‘tributes to the formation of roots. 

Without nitrogen war would be prac- 
tically out of the question; it is the 
basis of nearly all explosives used in 
waging war. Its usefulness as a con- 
stituent of explosive compounds de- 
pends on its chemical aloofness—its 
reluctance to combine and to stay com- 
bined with other elements. Nitrogen 
compounds are very unstable and con- 
sequently they are readily broken 
down, the resulting gaseous products 
quickly expanding—exploding, as it is 
commonly expressed—with tremendous 
force. 

Not only is nitrogen required for 
making explosives to be used in war 
but it must be applied to the soil in 
fertilizers in order that armies and 
civilian populations may be fed. More- 
over, the nitrogen-hydrogen compound, 
ammonia, plays a very important part 
in numerous war-material manufactur- 
ing processes, Ammonia is also much 








used in refrigerating equipment for the 


. preservation of foodstuffs to be used in 


the war zone. 

Although enormous quantities of free 
nitrogen are present in the air, the 
problem of obtaining enough to meet 
all demands is now a matter of the 
gravest concern to the great govern- 
ments of the world. So far, the world’s 
supply has come mainly from the 
guano beds of Chile and other South 
American countries where great masses 
of Chilean nitrate or saltpeter have 
been formed from enormous accumu- 
lations of sea-bird’s droppings. 

Through the action of bacteria in the 
soil, nature supplies nitrogen to plants, 
particularly beans, peas and clover. As 
this is necessarily a slow process—too 
slow even to produce food materials in 
the quantities now required—no-one 
has ever tried to make use of the ni- 
trogen-fixing power of plants to obtain 
the gas or its compounds for making 
explosives or for industrial uses. 


Sir William Crookes, eminent Brit- 
ish scientist, long ago saw that the 


Chilean nitrate beds would finally be 
exhausted. He urged that some cther 
source should be sought in order that 
civilization might not perish from the 
earth and suggested that scientists di- 
rect their efforts toward obtaining ni- 
trogen from the air. 

Chemists and engineers at once rec- 
ognized the pertinence of Sir William’s 
warning and many set to work on the 
problem of extracting nitrogen from 
the air. An American engineer, C. S.

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Bradley, began experimenting with the 
high temperatures produced by electric 
arcs obtained with current generated 
at Niagara Falls. 


A little later a modification of Brad- 
ley’s process, known as the Birkeland- 
Eyde process, was developed and a 
plant was established in Norway where 
great quantities of hydro-eléctric pow- 
er were available at low cost. In this 
process a powerful current of electrici- 
ty is conducted between the poles of an 
electro-magnet, This produces an arc 
that is practically a disc of flame more 
than six feet in diameter, with a tem- 
perature of some 3000 degrees F. 

When air is passed through this are 
nitric oxide is formed. This on cool- 
ing becomes nitrogen peroxide. By 
subsequent treatment with water and 
lime nitric acid and calcium nitrate 
and nitrite are obtained from the per- 
oxide. These can then be made to 
yield various nitrogen compounds. 


The Norwegian plants were financed 
by German capital and their product 
for several years has practically all 
been absorbed by German munition 
makers. The industry, however, has 
never been a success from a financial 
standpoint, despite the fact that water 
power costs only about $3 per horse- 
power per year. 

The Germans have also obtained ni- 
trogen from the air on a large scale by 
what is known as the Haber process, 
the technical details of which are more 
or less of a secret to all outsiders. It 
is said, however, that in the process a 
mixture of nitrogen and hydrogen, un- 
der a pressure of 100 atmospheres, is 
passed into a chamber heated electri- 
cally to 1170 degrees F. In this cham- 
ber, in the presence of spongy iron 
which acts as a catalyst, the two gases 
combine and form ammonia which is 
an excellent fertilizing material and 
which may be readily converted into 
nitric acid. 


Nitrogen has also been produced suc- 
cessfully in Germany by what is called 
the cyanamid process. In this process 
calcium carbide is made to absorb ni- 
trogen, the latter combining with the 
calcium and carbon constituents of the 
calcium carbide to form a compound 
called cyanamid. This can be used di- 
rectly as a fertilizer or by treating it 
with superheated steam its nitrogen 
can be made to combine with the water

vapor to form ammonia. The cyana- 
mid process has been used on the Ca- 
nadian side of Niagara Falls for several 
years, the output of the plant there 
amounting to about 60,000 tons annu- 
ally. 

Chemists have long known that so- 
dium cyanide, a _ nitrogen-sodium-car- 
bon compound, may be obtained by 
bringing nitrogen into contact with a 
mixture of coke and soda under proper 
conditions. Various attempts have been 
made to develop this process on a com- 
mercial basis but it was not until a 
short time ago that successful results 
were obtained, by an American con- 
cern. While the war was on, the fed- 
eral government spent considerable 
sums in the establishment of nitrate 
plants but these projects have since 
been practically abandoned. 


A great deal of ammonium sulphate 
is now obtained as a by-produc in the 
manufacture of gas and coke from coal 
and it is likely that considerably more 
could be produced if all wastes were 
eliminated. It is estimated that all of 
the nitrogen meeded by the United 
States could be obtained from our coal 
if efficient coking processes were uni- 
versally employed. As our coal sup- 
plies are limited, however, it will be 
only a matter of time until this source 
of nitrogen will be exhausted.

May Wave Red Flag. The ordinance of 
Los Angeles, Calif., making it unlawful to 
display a red flag has been declared un- 
constitutional by the state supreme court. 
Anna Hartman and Dave Weifman, sen- 
tenced to prison under the law, were re- 
leased. 





Churches for Americanization. In a re- 
cent conference in New York in which all 
the churches in the United States with the 
exception of the Catholic were represented 
resolutions of co-operation in the work of 
Americanization were adopted. It was 
emphatically set forth that Americaniza- 
tion and Christianization were not the 
same, and that Jews and others could be 
just as good Americans as Christians.

are to take part, it was announced, and 
more than $1,000,000 will be expended.

The Catholics are 
proceeding independently in the work of 
Americanization.

Took Deposits When Insolvent. J. M. 
Tanaevicz, a Chicago banker who was sen- 
tenced to from one to three years’ impris- 
onment for accepting @eposits for his 
bank when he knew it to be insolvent, 
made an appeal to the U. S. supreme court. 
On motion of the Illinois authorities the 
appeal has been dismissed by the highest 
tribunal. 





Big Ship Limps Acress. On a recent voy- 
age across the Atlantic the famous great 
steamer Imperator—first German, then 
American, now British—dragged herself 
along for 48 hours with water more than 
a foot deep in the staterooms and tipping 
sidewise so sharp as to make it impossible 
to walk on deck. Many passengers had re- 
ceived mysterious warnings not to sail on 
the boat and great anxiety was felt when 
the trouble came. While a concert was 
being given the ship gave a sudden lurch, 
throwing the people out of their chairs. 
The cause finally given for the trouble 
was that the boat had been designed for a 
34-foot draft, and that by reason of the 
excessive weight of the superstructure it 
now drew 38 feet. This caused the flood- 











ing of the ash-ejectors when they ‘were 
opened. Mary Nash, the movie star, who 
Was a passenger, stated that the water was 
a foot and a half deep in her cabin but 
that she continued to occupy it, stepping 
on trunks that were floating about. 


American Legion Asks $1.50 a Day. Ata 
recent mecting of the executive committee 
of the American Legion it was decided to 
change the demand on congress for $30 a 
month to one for $1.50 a day for every day 
of service, for both men and women. The 
committee agreed on a composite bill to be 
presented to the ways and means commit- 
tee of the house. This bill contamed pro- 
visions for privileged land settlement, 
home building aid and extension of voca- 
tional training.

Being a true 
son of his grandfather he cried out for 
more, and he proudly showed his ability 
to hold four of the packages, containing 
a total of $160,000,000. It was the first 
time that any visitor to the treasury had 
asked to hold more than one of the pack- 
ages. 





Artist Buys “Life”. Charles Dana Gib- 
son, the well-known artist, has bought and 
taken control of Life, the New York hu- 
morous weekly. Mr. Gibson made his first 
sale of a drawing to Life nearly 40 years 
ago, and for it he received $4. Enthusias- 
tic over his success he made a dozen more 
sketches the same evening, but they were 
all rejected by Life next day. Later, how- 
ever, he became a frequent contributor to 
the magazine. 





Kicked to Death at School. Because he 
was poor and wore shabby clothes, 11- 
year-old Ted Kuykendall of Pueblo, Col. 
was nicknamed “Poverty” by. his school- 
mates and frequently jeered because of 
his appearance. This feeling against him 
was bitter because Ted led in his classes 
in spite of his handicap. He also resented 
the jibes pluckily and thrashed two boys 
The next day he was at- 
tacked by five older boys who kicked him 
into unconsciousness. Neighbors found 
him behind a billboard. His death resulted 
a few days later. 





Town in Prayers against Taxes. Threat- 
ened with taxes that they thought would 
kill their sea-food business, the little town 
of Crisfield, Md., held public prayer serv- 
ices in all the churches Sunday, March 21. 
The ministers prayed for the deliverance 
of their people from the hardships they 
said would be placed upon them by the 
bills pending before the legislature. The 
measures causing the disturbance provide 
for an increased inspection fee on oysters 
and on crabbers’ and tongers’ licenses and 
put a shipment tax on crabs. 

Negroes Fear “Night Doctors”. A fear 
exists among many colored people of be- 
ing forcibly taken for dissecting purposes. 
A dentist in Baltimore stopped for a chat 
with a friend whom he met inca negro dis- 
trict; word became circulated that they 
were “night doctors” and the police had to 
rescue them from a mob. A white man 
was fined $25 and costs for scaring two ne- 
gro girls by telling them that he was a 
medical student and that he intended to 
‘ut them up in a hospital. The girls 
Struck him and screamed, and the trio 
were arrested. The magistrate gave warn- 
ing that it was as criminal for the whites 
to tell such stories as it was foolish for 
the negroes to believe them.

Find Treasures of Spanish Galleon. 

Students of history will recall how 
Philip Il of Spain in the year 1588 
equipped and sent out under the com- 
mand of Medina Sidonia the famed 
Spanish armada, one of the largest 
fleets that up to that time had ever 
put to sea. His threefold object was 
to punish Elizabeth of England for 
having aided his rebellious subjects in 
Holland, to avenge the death of Mary 
Stuart and to overthrow the Reforma- 
tion in England. 

When this formidable armada ap- 
peared off the British coast in July, 
1588, the English fleet, commanded by 
Admiral Howard, with Drake, Haw- 
kins and Frobisher serving as lieuten- 
ants under him, did not venture a di- 
rect attack because it was much small- 
er and was made up of much lighter 
vessels. Being speedy, however, the 
sritish ships sorely harassed the Span- 
iards, fighting them like a jaybird fights 
a Crow. 

Numerous British fire-ships were 
sent out and by this means many of the 
Spanish galleons were destroyed. At 
length when it appeared that the time 
for real aggressive action had arrived 
the British set to in earnest and the 
armada turned tail and fled northward 
in the hope of getting away by passing 
around to the north of the British Isles. 

Severe storms were encountered off 
the Scottish and Irish coasts and Brit- 
ish ships kept pounding away at them 
at every turn. As a result only about 
one-third of the ships and half of the 
men of the proud Spanish fleet ever 
got back to Spain, the other two-thirds 
of the ships being sent to the bottom 
and the other half of the men being 
either lost or captured. 

Among the Spanish ships was the 
great galleon Florencia. When the
